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Enrollment Tops 1,000

“Everyone has been really wel- 
coming,” said Mcllrath, who is lean- 
ing toward a history or political sci- 
ence major. “The student leaders in 
my FYI group have been really wel- 
coming and good about sending e- 
mails about campus events. If we 
have any questions, they want us to 
contact them and they get back to 
us right away.” 

Of the 256 students who enrolled, 
40 percent learned about Agnes 
Scott through the Web site and

tudents, faculty and staff gathered Sept. 13 
on Agnes Scott's new Science Quadrangle to 
celebrate enrollment of more than 1,000 stu- 
dents for the first time in the college's 
history. 

In fewer than 10 years, Agnes Scott has expanded its 
enrollment from slightly more than 600 students in 
1995 to greater than 1,000 today. From the mid- 1990s, 
enrollment has grown gradually each year to set a 
compelling example for women’s colleges throughout 
the nation. 

"This is a great day for Agnes Scott,” said President 
Mary Brown Bullock '66. “We are gathered today to 
represent the continued importance of women’ col- 
leges. Students are attracted to Agnes Scott—an out- 
standing liberal arts college offering an expansive col- 
lege experience.” 

Academic qualifications for undergraduates are 
strong. Of those first-year students who reported a 
rank, half were in the top 10 percent of their class. And 
this years undergraduates are among the most diverse 
in the college's history, with 21.7 percent African 
American, 6 percent Asian, 52.8 percent white, 4.2 
percent Hispanic and 7 percent international. 

"Surpassing the 1,000-student mark has represented a 
primary focus over the past several years for a team of 
college admission representatives, financial aid experts, 
technology and Web-site professionals, as well as col- 
lege officers, communicators, athletics staff and a host 
of others,” said Stephanie Balmer, dean of admission 
and associate vice president for enrollment. 

"We made it our objective to reach and exceed 1,000 
because that number of students represents the critical 
mass required for a top-ranked liberal arts college to be 
able to generate the right energy level and strike the 
ideal student-to-teacher ratio,” Balmer said. 

Most Agnes Scott students live on campus—92 per- 
cent in 2004-2005. Woodruff Scholars make up more 
than 5 percent of the student body this year. 

The college educates mostly undergraduate students, 
with 88 percent working toward bachelor’s degrees. 
However, 3 percent are pursuing master's degrees in 
teaching secondary English, and nearly 10 percent are 
completing post-baccalaureate work, including pre- 
medical and certification for early childhood educa- 
tion. 

“Based in Atlanta, an international city offering a mix 
of cultural and social diversions, Agnes Scott College 
challenges its students to recognize and embrace both 
formal and informal learning opportunities,’ said Gué 
Hudson ‘68, dean of students and vice president for 
student affairs and community relations. “We have 
every intention to continue such traditions of learning 
and add new ones when the appropriate opportunities

Emory, Agnes Scott Create 
Dual-Degree Nursing Program 


Agnes Scott College and Emory 
University’s Nell Hodgson 
Woodruff School of Nursing have 
created a dual-degree nursing pro- 
gram to help meet a growing 
national shortage of nurses, which is 
expected to top 250,000 by 2010. 

The program gives students the 
opportunity to earn a bachelor of 
arts from Agnes Scott and a bache- 
lor of science in nursing from Emory 
in five years. 

Emory nursing Dean Marla 
Salmon, Sc.D., R.N., EA.A.N., 
worked in tandem with Rosemary 
Lévy Zumwalt, vice president for 
academic affairs and dean of the col- 


lege, to develop the dual-degree 
program, which begins in fall 2005. 

"This program gives students 
interested in nursing the best both 
Agnes Scott and Emory have to 
offer—an exceptional foundation in 
the liberal arts and a degree in nurs- 
ing from one of the most prominent 
programs in the United States,” 
Zumwalt said. “Agnes Scott women 
possess the self assurance and criti- 
cal-thinking skills required for suc- 
cess in any profession, and certainly 
mandatory in nursing.”

Of Hurricane Ivan 


Agnes Scott felt the wrath of 
Hurricane Ivan Sept. 16 with high 
winds and heavy rains flooding parts 
of campus and knocking out power 
for 27 hours.

President’s Corner 


Focusing on Making Strong 
Case for Womens Colleges 


n June, Rosemary Lévy 
Zumwalt, vice president for aca- 
demic affairs and dean of the 
college, and | attended a remark- 
able conference, “Womens 
Worldwide Education: The 
Unfinished Agenda,” sponsored by 
Smith and Mt. Holyoke colleges. 
It brought together the leaders of 
almost 40 women’s colleges, 12 
from the United States and the 
remainder from around the world. 
Some had venerable histories from 
the mid-19th century, others—in 
Africa, the Middle East and Asia— 
were less than 20 years old. 
The diversity of educational mis- 
sions and the vitality of the leader- 
ship were impressive. Many have a 


strong focus on science, technology 


and mathematics. Most are con- 
cerned about the challenge of 
access to the workplace and the 
need for society to take a more bal- 
anced approach to women and 
work. Together we explored the 
opportunities and challenges of 
womens colleges today and found 
much common ground, agreeing to 
continue our collaboration. The 
subtitle of the conference, “The 


Unfinished Agenda,” is a good sum- 


mary of our conviction that 
women’s colleges continue to con- 
tribute mightily to women’s educa- 
tion around the globe. 

Several weeks later, George and | 
arrived in Nagoya, Japan, as guests 
of Kinjo Gakuin Women's 
University, our sister school. Kinjo 
and Agnes Scott were both found- 
ed in 1889 by Presbyterians and 
continue our Presbyterian affilia- 
tion. We have annually shared fac- 
ulty and students for more than 10 
years. With more than 2,000 stu- 
dents and several professional 
schools, Kinjo looks and feels dif- 
ferent from a classic American liber- 
al arts college. But faculty and stu- 
dents alike are concerned with the 
questions we face at Agnes Scott: 
how do you prepare young women 
to achieve their full potential in an 
ever-increasingly complex world? 

These two experiences, coupled 
with the fact that | am chair of the 
U.S. Women’s College Coalition 
for the next two years, lead me to 
spend more time focusing on the 
role of women's colleges today and 
in the future. | am also mindful that 
you, our alumnae, want to help us 
make the strongest case for a 
womans college today 

There are two important facts 
about American womens colleges 
First, rather than being anachronis- 
tic, womens colleges are on the 
cutting edge of American higher 
education, serving their diverse 
constituencies very well Second, 
recent statistics confirm women 
who are educated in womens col- 
leges are more engaged in their 
learning and more satisfied with 
their college experience than 
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women in coeducational institu- 
tions. 

The diversity and adaptability of 
today's 66 American women’s col- 
leges are impressive. Four of the 
former seven sisters are among the 
top 10 liberal arts colleges in the 
country, maintaining their position 
of academic selectivity and excel- 
lence. Another group is Catholic 
colleges that are scattered across 
the country often serving diverse 
urban and rural communities and 
continuing as a vital part of our 
higher-education community. Some 
womens colleges have broadened 
their focus to encompass the pro- 
fessions, especially business, nurs- 
ing, education and auxiliary medical 
professions. A growing number 
offer advanced degrees in addition 
to the traditional baccalaureate. 
Some have become universities. 
Approximately a third of the col- 
leges are, like Agnes Scott, primari- 
ly traditional undergraduate liberal 
arts colleges. 

There are many statistics that 
demonstrate the success of women’s 
colleges including the fact that 
womens college graduates consti- 
tute 20 percent of the women in 
Congress, 33 percent of the female 
board members of Fortune 1000 
companies, and 30 percent of 
Business Weeks rising female stars 

A more comprehensive assess- 
ment was made public at the annual 
meeting of the Women's College 
Coalition, hosted by The New York 
Times in October. In 2003, 
researchers for the National Survey 
of Student Engagement studied the 
effects of a womens college upona ~ 
student's educational experience, 
They compared the survey results 
of 42,112 women, including 4,676 
women who attended women's col- 
leges. An advanced copy concludes 
that “women at single-sex colleges 
are more engaged in their college 
experience than women at coedu- 
cational institutions,” and urges co- 
educational institutions to study the 
pedagogical practices that make 
women’s colleges so successful 

As a graduate and president of 
Agnes Scott College, | am not sur- 
prised by these findings. The lives 
of you, our alumnae of all ages, bear 
daily witness to the transformative 
power of a women’s education.

"The big problem was getting Celie to the 
front of the story,’ Norman said of the adapta- 
tion. “Other characters are much more dra- 
matic than she is, but it is her story we follow. 
So, for example, Sofia is not there just to 
entertain us with her outspoken, untamed 
manner, but to show Celie how to fight back 
so Celie can survive." 


Other challenges included finding a way to 
make the years pass quickly, Norman said. For 
example, Sofia’s 12-year prison sentence goes 
quickly through Celie speaking a letter to 
Nettie and taking off a headscarf revealing 
gray hair. 

"We had to minimize Shug’s coming and 
going—in fact, cutting it down to one depar- 
ture and one return,” Norman said. “We had to 
find a way to explain where Mister'’s brutality 
came from and give him a chance to redeem 
himself. 

“We also had to develop the love story 
between Shug and Celie gradually, so it didn't 
take the audience by surprise,” Norman said. 

The creative team bringing the novel to the 


stage included director Gary Griffin; song- 
writers Brenda Russell, Allee Willis and 
Stephen Bray; Tony Award-winning designers 
John Lee Beatty and Brian MacDevitt; and 
costume designer Paul Tazewell. The produc- 
tion also featured Saycon Alvina Sengbloh 
‘00x as Nettie. 

As for her favorite Color Purple song, Norman 
said it is hard to choose because they all are 
beautiful. 

“But at the moment, the one that keeps me 
awake at night is the song Nettie sings when 
she and Celie's children have to leave their vil- 
lage in Africa,” she said. “It is mournful and 
proud, yet so strong.”

Two Trustees 
Honored for 
Legal Service 


TOAL’65 AND JONES ’73 RECOGNIZED 
FOR CONTRIBUTIONS TO PROFESSION 


Trustees Jean Hoefer Toal '65 and Elizabeth 
"Libby" Rhett Jones '73 were honored this sum- 
mer for their contributions to the legal profes- 
sion. 

In May, Jones received the Equal Justice Award 
from Legal Services of New Jersey for her 
extraordinary amount of time and effort to help 
secure greater justice for disadvantaged people. 

In August, Toal was one of five women to 
receive a 2003 Margaret Brent Women of 
Achievement Award from the American Bar 
Association Commission on Women in the 
Profession. 

The Brent Award, the highest a female attorney 
can receive, honors women who have exhibited 
excellence in their field and paved the way for 
other women. It is named for the first female 
attorney in the United States. Past recipients 
include Justices Sandra Day O'Connor and Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and former U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno. 

“It is as big a thrill as anything I've ever done 
besides being chief justice," said Toal, the first 
female chief justice of the South Carolina 
Supreme Court. “It is so affirming. When | 
entered the law in 1968, it was a lonely profes- 
sion. Women made up less than 1 percent of the 
profession in the United States. 

“We couldn't serve on state court juries when | 
started,” Toal said. “It really motivated me to 
mentor younger women who wanted to pursue 
the legal profession. It is amazing. The legal pro- 
fession is much more welcoming of women— 
particularly in the last 15 years. | am always say- 
ing don't pull the ladder up. Leave the ladder 
down for others.” 

One of her nominators, U.S. Court of Appeals 
Judge Karen Williams called Toal “the most 
important female in the last century in South 
Carolina.” 

"That is a generous comment,” Toal said. “Being 
a trailblazer entails a lot of responsibilities. It is 
important for women to have role models and see 
one another as networked with one another." 

Jones finds the Equal Justice Award a bit embar- 
rassing. “Il am doing what | do because | love it 
and get so much out of it. 

"| always get to wear the white hat," Jones said. 
“You not only feel good to give of your time. It 
also keeps you balanced. I am able to go out and 
interact with people in much more difficult situa- 
tions. It makes you less egocentric, which is why 
I love it.” 

Jones works three days a week with Legal 
Services handling overflow cases in her office for 
the past three years. She has an ongoing argu- 
ment with her boss about salary. 

“My boss and | have the reverse argument all 
the time," Jones said. "He keeps trying to pay me, 
and | say no. I'm not just being magnanimous. At 
this stage in my life, | have other obligations and 
this gives me flexibility to take off. 

“I'm in a wonderful position of being able to fol- 
low my heart,” Jones said. “It is extremely liberat- 
ing to find something you love and do it regard- 
less of income.” —Wendy Cromwell

ong-jumper Dwight Phillips is not only an Olympic 
gold medalist, but also a longtime member of the 
Agnes Scott family. In his honor, Agnes Scott celebrat- 
ed Dwight Phillips Day on Sept. 23. 

"It is great to be with my real fans who truly fol- 
lowed me throughout my career,” Phillips said. “l am truly 
grateful for everything you have done for me.” 

Mom Laura Phillips has worked for the college for 34 years, 
which enabled the college to watch the gold medalist grow 
up. When he was younger, he would come with her to work. 

“| loved the snack bar when | was little,” Phillips said. “I 
always asked for ice cream —and | always got it. 

"When I was in elementary school and we would say where 
we wanted to go to college, people would say Georgia Tech 
or UGA, but I would say Agnes Scott,” Phillips said. “I soon 
figured it out that | wouldn't be able to attend and made deci- 
sions to go elsewhere.” 

He graduated from Arizona State University in 2000. 

Phillips went to Athens as the favorite and did not disap- 
point. His first jump was 28 feet, 2.19 inches—good enough 
for gold. 

“When | found out that he had won, | started crying. It was 
a beautiful day,” Laura Phillips said. “I’m not just an Olympian 
mother. I'm now an Olympian mom who also holds the gold.” 

“My mom is my biggest fan. She is happier than | am," 
Phillips, the reigning long-jump world champion said. 

His plans are to “get married and live life.” Phillips and 
fiancée, Valerie Williams, plan to wed in November. After 
that, he will start competing again in May, but only in out- 
door jumping. 

“| have to help with the wedding planning,” he said. “I 
haven't helped at all. Then, | want to train and challenge the 
world record and defend the world championship. My goal is 
30 feet. 

“Track and field is such an unrecognized sport,” Phillips said. 
“| hope to inspire other kids to want to do track and field.”

“| cannot begin to do it jus- 
tice,” Campbell said of the 
thrill of running in the 2004 
Kentucky Derby. “It was a 
fabulous race. Limehouse, 
with 40-to-1 odds, beat 14 
other horses. We knew he 
would run well.” 

Dogwood Stable's 3-year- 
old placed fourth in the 
Derby after hitting the 
stretch in third. Even though 
Limehouse was ranked fifth in 
the nation after the fabled 


him out of the Preakness and 
the Belmont. 

“You don't want to run a horse 
against another one that you know 
can beat him," said Campbell, a histo- 
ry and political science major. 
“Smarty Jones looked unbeatable after 
the Derby.” 

Limehouse's next race was the Ohio 
Derby. After a disappointing finish, 
he spent the summer nursing an 
injury 


“Running a horse in the Kentucky Derby is 
the greatest thrill a person can have in a life- 
time,” said Campbell, who with her husband, 
Cot, has run seven Derby horses through 
Dogwood Stable. In 1990, Summer Squall 
placed second and won the Preakness. In 


2000, Impeachment ran third

wreck,” Campbell said. “You 
are so proud to be associated 
with your horse. Running the 
seventh in the Derby was 
just as exciting as the first.” 

Cot Campbell created the 
concept of horse syndication 
in the late 1960s. He looks 
for moderately priced horses 
with good bloodlines, buys 
them in the $40,000 to 
$300,000 range, then sells 
shares in each one making 
the ownership of race horses 
more affordable. 

Located in Aiken, S.C., 
Dogwood Stable is consis- 
tently ranked in the top 20

It is one of an elite group of 
owners who have won both 
a Breeders Cup race and a 
Triple Crown race. 

“After we married, we took our first 
trip to a racetrack,” Campbell said 
"We were on the ground level watch- 
ing the races, and | looked up at the 
box section and remember thinking 
‘who are those people so lucky to be 
sitting in those boxes.’ Now, we have 
box seats at Saratoga, Churchill 
Downs and every other major race- 
track. It's such fun and is all due to

for one another. We all have had so many 
more disappointments than triumphs that 
every one rejoices when you succeed. It's not a 
cut-throat competition.

Just as Olympic gold medalists “raise 
the bar” for all athletes in a particular 
sport, alumnae and friends of the col- 
lege who support Agnes Scott at the 
highest levels raise expectations in 
fund raising. 

The college now honors such excep- 
tional donors to the annual fund 
through two new societies: Agnes 
Scott Society for gifts of $50,000 or 
more and George Washington Scott 
Society for gifts of $25,000 or more. 
Society membership is on an annual 
basis. 

“We know that smaller donations are 
the foundation of any annual fund, but 
we also recognize the leadership 
potential of certain gifts to inspire and 
motivate others,” President Mary 
Brown Bullock ‘66 said of the new soci- 
eties. 

Ensuring the value of her degree is 
one of the reasons Harriet M. King '64 
gives. Her reunion gift resulted in an 
Agnes Scott Society membership for 
2003-2004. 

"The value of my degree is associated 
with what the college is doing now,’ 
said King, board of trustees chair and 
senior vice provost for academic affairs 
at Emory University. “The college is 
providing an increasingly excellent 
education, and we need to maintain 
that momentum.” 

Suzanne Feese '84, a fellow trustee 
and George Washington Scott Society 
member, agrees. 

“lam a strong believer in the value of 
Agnes Scott,” said Feese, a partner who 
heads the tax practice group at King 
and Spalding LLP. "I got a great educa- 
tion there and used it as a springboard 
to other things. | am so appreciative of 
all the college gave me. | truly believe 
it is a better school than when | was 
there. It has more to offer to a new 
generation of students and needs 
money to continue growing.” 

In deciding how to prioritize her 
charitable giving, King looks to see 
where the money will make the most 
impact 

"When | give to Agnes Scott, | see 
where those dollars go," King said. “I 
know my gift makes a difference.” 

The 2003-2004 annual fund made 
history by raising $2.2 million for the 
college and accounting for 5 percent of 
the operating budget, said Joanne 
Davis, director of the annual fund. 

While an accomplishment, Davis 
said other peer institutions have annu- 
al funds that contribute 10 percent or 
more to their operating budgets. 

"Now that the campaign has ended, 
the college still needs donors at these 
levels to help set standards of giving 
for the future and to ensure the contin- 
ued growth of the annual fund,” Davis 
said

DISSERTATION SPARKS NEW BOOK 


tT telling of Emma Spaulding Bryant’ story 
began with research Ruth Currie '59 did for her 


dissertation. 


"My dissertation and subsequent book was a 
political biography of John Emory Bryant, who was 
one of the Radical Republicans seeking to 
‘Northernize’ the South and bring political rights to 
the former slaves,” Currie said. “After the book was 
published, reviewers kept asking about his wife. 
They wanted to know more about her. 

Though the political papers that Duke University 
had acquired from the family provided a portrait of 
John, they only offered a glimmer of Emma. 


Currie ’59 


A telephone conversation with Bryant descendants revealed that the 
family had more papers. Hundreds of letters and several diaries of Emma 
“shed light on her and the couple’ life even after they left the South,” said 
Currie, who earned her M.A. and Ph.D. in American history at Duke. 
Emmas letters offer a window into her life after the Civil War and until 
the Progressive Era at the end of the century. 

From those papers, Currie edited the letters and wrote the narrative for 
the recently published Emma Spaulding Bryant: Civil War Bride, Carpetbagger’ 
Wife, Ardent Feminist, Letters and Diaries 1 860-1900. 

“While she did not use the ‘feminist’ word, Emma represents one of the 
early feminists at the heart of what we now call the Women’s 
Movement,” said Currie, whose career has included some public history 
(military historian/ archives) but primarily college teaching, including at 
Whitworth College and Gonzaga University. In 2000, Currie left 
Appalachian State University as associate professor emerita. ‘Emma read 
widely in the reform literature of her century and saw that the prevailing 
view of male domination and superiority could not be sustained.” 

The Bryants married during the Civil War after Emma's graduation from 
college. While photos from this time depict a demure young woman, the 
early correspondence shows her to be a principled, strong-willed person. 
Through the years, the letters reveal Emma's development into a deep 
thinker and determined woman, who spoke passionately and worked for 
the causes of temperance and women’ rights. 

Because of Bryant's career difficulties and politics, the couple frequently 
lived apart. He was the primary wage earner; she agonized about her 


economic dependence on him. 


“Struggling mostly alone to rear their only child who lived beyond 
infancy, she became a teacher at age forty-three to ensure her daughter's 
college education," Currie said of the couple's longest separation. 

Their letters reveal long debates on the role of women, debates in 
which Emma would not back down, Currie said. She expected and 
demanded his respect and trust. The adversity of her life made her into 
the resolute person and reformer that she became. 

“The best historical fiction could not match the eloquence of Emmas 
story told through her own letters,” Currie said. ‘The love and devotion 
throughout their marriage, despite the heated exchanges, continued over 
almost four decades. These are extraordinary letters.” 

Currie, who now teaches part time at Warren Wilson College, encour- 
aged the Bryant descendants to place all the familys papers at Duke, 
which they have done. The entire Bryant collection is now available to 


other researchers.

TWINS EARN CERTIFICATION TOGETHER 


cE Becky Griffin Ramsey ‘68 and Alice Griffin Walker ‘68 take 


lifelong learning seriously. 


Thirty-six years after studying organ with Professor Raymond J. 
Martin at the college, the twins earned associate certificates from the 
American Guild of Organists. One other person in the United States 
earned the prestigious certification in 2003. 

The study habits we learned from Agnes Scott became the good 
habits that have stayed with us our whole lives,’ Ramsey said. “They 
gave us the desire to continue to learn and to have the discipline to 
work daily on achieving the requirements for the certification.” 

To become AGO associates, organists must take a two-day written 
test component and perform organ repertory on a third day. Associates 
hold the guild's second-highest achievement level; fellows hold the 
highest. Fewer than 1 percent of American organists pass the required 
AGO exam for certification, which demonstrates church-playing skills. 

"We had a set regimen of two to three hours every weekday morning 
for academic study for the written portion of the test,’ Walker said. 
“Then in the evenings we would work on practicing the repertory and 
late at night we would work on skills like transposing. 

"Its a gradual process—not only learning the difficult repertory, but 
acquiring the skills to write music, to improvise at the keyboard, to 
transpose at sight when given just 30 seconds to prepare and also to 
sight read hard pieces that have crossed-voices,” Walker said. “All of 
these things take a lot of time to learn.” 

The playing exam also tests harmonization skills and figured bass 
realization, while the written exam covers music history, fugue writing, 
musical forms analysis, compositional skills and aural skills. 

“Preparing for the exam is a way of life during the year in which you 
take it,’ agreed Adele Dieckmann McKee '48, an AGO fellow who 
helped prepare the twins. “My father was a fellow, and he thoroughly 
believed in the skills that were represented in this certification.” 

McKee’ father, CW. Dieckmann, served as college organist from 
1905 to 1950 and composed the college hymn, “God of the Marching 


Centuries.” 


“This whole process was very enriching for Becky and me to do 
together along with Adele's wonderful fellowship,” said Walker, who is 
10 minutes younger than Ramsey. “Our horizons widened in wonderful 
ways. We feel we're better musicians because of it.” 

The identical twins, with almost identical grades at Agnes Scott, 
scored within a point of each other on the exam. 

Walker is organist at First Presbyterian Church in Covington, Ga. 
Ramsey is organist across the street at First Methodist Church, and she 
also serves as college organist of Oxford College at Emory University. 

The twins are touring artists for the Georgia Council for the Arts and 
have performed as soloists with the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra and 
the DeKalb Symphony Orchestra. They are members of Sigma Alpha 
lota, the Pro-Mozart Society and the Newton Concert Association.

Ove Lucia Rawls Schoelwer's Navy job as political officer 
went from a low-level foreign service posting to vital in 


Operation Enduring Freedom. 


“From Oct. 7, 2001, we were dropping bombs on Afghanistan,” 
said Schoelwer '81, who was stationed in Bahrain, a small island 
nation off the coast of Saudi Arabia, on Sept. 17. “I had to learn 
Navy-speak quickly because | had to know what they were doing.” 

The transition is ironic for the lifelong “peacenik,” who has found 
herself posted in war zones in the fight against terrorism for the last 


three years. 


“Its funny," said Schoelwer, an English and political science major 
who earned her Ph.D. in international studies at the University of 
South Carolina. “For a peacenik, my life has been dominated by war 
zones. No wonder, my mom worries.” 

During the first three to four months in Operation Enduring 
Freedom after Sept. 11, the Navy took the lead because Afghanistan 
is a landlocked country and the United States had no “boots on the 


ground,” Schoelwer said. 


"The days of attending old diplomatic receptions are gone,” the 
six-year Foreign Service veteran said. “We still attend them but 
everyone works terrorism now. Any [Foreign Service] officer has to 


deal with terrorism after Sept. 11." 


From Bahrain, Schoelwer and her husband, Michael, were assigned 
to Afghanistan in September 2003. “It was a year dominated by ter- 
rorism,” she said. “Kabul is not your typical assignment. The country 
doesnt do things in quite the same way. It just doesn't have the infra- 


structure.” 


When embassy officials left the U.S. compound, it was in body 
armor with an armored escort. “It is such a different environment,” 
she said. “We wore conservative clothes. The burqa is no longer 
required, but many Afghan women still wear it.” 

Throughout 2003 until her departure in August 2004, Schoelwer 
had a front-row seat watching a democracy develop. 

“It was fascinating,” Schoelwer said. “We did about two years worth 
of work in 10 months. It has definitely been an action-packed year.” 
In the run-up to the October elections in Afghanistan, Schoelwer 
helped monitor the political situation and helped with voter registra- 

tion by monitoring the security situation. 

Schoelwer and her husband returned to the United States in 
August and September for a domestic posting in Washington, D.C. 
“You are required to come back periodically for tours,” she said. “Our 
parents are in their 70s so we decided it was time to come home for 


a little while.”

Reaching Higher 


fter many years of transforming the campus and 

curriculum, Agnes Scott celebrated one of the 

best years in its history in 2003-2004. The col- 

lege concluded an amazingly successful campaign 

and outstanding reaccreditation review while 
recruiting one of the largest classes ever. 

Kicking off the year was the college’s ranking by LS. 
News & World Report. For the first time, Agnes Scott was 
among the top 50 liberal arts colleges in August 2003. The 
college was placed in the top 50 because of its excellent fac- 
ulty and student body, alumnae giving 
and recognition among its peers. 

Also in August, the college set an 
enrollment record of 945 students. 
This was an important milestone in our 
efforts to reach an enrollment of 1,000, 
which helps the college more effective- 
ly utilize its resources and create a 
more vibrant campus. 

Maintaining the momentum, our 
admission office received a record 
number of applications, 1,252, for 
the class of 2008. Of these, 741 or 
59.2 percent were accepted and 256 
are attending. The admission office's 
efforts yielded a significant college 
milestone this fall when more than 
1,000 students enrolled in classes, 
including post-baccalaureate programs. 

The college received a stellar decennial reaccreditation 
review by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Schools. After spending the better part of two years prepar- 
ing for the SACS visit, Agnes Scott received no recommen- 
dations for compliance with the new principles of accredita- 
tion. Our Quality Enhancement Plan, developed to improve 
the quality of student learning and to increase intellectual 
engagement on campus, was enthusiastically embraced by 
the review committee. 

The QEP. generated from campus-wide discussions, calls 
for creating a four-year experience for students that incorpo- 
rates the existing First-Year Seminars with a distinctly new 
sophomore experience. Experiential learning, including 
study abroad, would be emphasized during the junior year 
with departmental honors and capstone courses added to 
the senior year. 


At its fall meeting, the board endorsed Reaching 
Higher: Agnes Scott College’s Three-Year Strategic Plan 
2003-2006. Reaching Higher focuses on implementing the 
QEP. enrollment growth and diversifying resources to 
reduce reliance on the endowment. 

In May, the college bid farewell to six retiring faculty 
members, Linda Hubert '62, Theodore Mathews, Gail 
Cabisius, Ingrid Wieshofer, Marylin Darling and Edmund 
Sheehey. These professors represent a long history of serv- 
ice and contributions to Agnes Scott. Their dedication and 
mentoring of students have been an integral part of the 
Agnes Scott experience. Finding their successors 

presents both challenges and opportuni- 

ties for shaping the curriculum of the next 

30 years. 

The college has appointed four new 
tenure-track professors. Three arrived on 
campus this August. One, John 
Winzenburg, received a yearlong Fulbright 

grant to study in China. 

Bold Aspirations: The Campaign for 
Agnes Scott College, the most successful 
comprehensive campaign in money raised 
and alumnae participation in our history 
capped off the year. A record $70.6 million 
was raised through the generosity of alumnae, 
parents and friends of the college and 67 per- 
cent of alumnae participating. 

Another important milestone for the col- 

lege was the annual fund surpassing the $2 
million mark for the first time, with $2.2 million raised, and 
41 percent of alumnae participating. This is an impressive

“All of the courses will be regular ASC cours- 
es,” said Rosemary Lévy Zumwalt, dean of the 
college and vice president for academic affairs. 
“Save for perhaps one or two courses, all will 
be taught by Agnes Scott professors.” 

Agnes Scott students, transient students 
from other colleges and universities, high 
school students who have completed their 
junior year, and adults—including alumnae— 


who have completed a bachelor's degree may 
enroll in the coeducational summer school. 

“Alumnae can come back and take a course 
they have always wanted to,” said Lea Ann 
Hudson '76, director of the office of the pres- 
ident and a member of the summer-school 
planning committee. “High school students 
could take a few courses to see what college is 
like.” 

The summer session, which includes two 
five-week terms, runs from late May through 
early August. Courses, all of which are four

hours, cost $395 per credit hour—a substan- 
tial reduction from tuition during the regular 
academic year. Institutional financial aid will 
not be available for the session. State and fed- 
eral aid may be available. 

Students eligible for Georgia HOPE may be 
able to receive HOPE for the summer term. 
Part-time students with a minimum of six 
hours may receive $750. Full-time students 
may receive $1,500. The Georgia Tuition 
Equalization Grant is available in the amount 
of $450 to eligible Georgia residents attend- 


ing full time. 

“Current students will register for summer 
school during spring course selection week,” 
Zumwalt said. “Others must submit an appli- 
cation by April 15 and be accepted into the 
summer-school program.” 

Housing will be available only for students 
already enrolled at Agnes Scott, Hudson said

Moderate, High Quality 
Growth Needed for Future 


he day after the college announced an enrollment of 

1,000 students, a student editor for The Profile asked 

me about continued growth, concluding with an anx- 
ious question: “Are we going to be big?" | assured her we 
were not going to be BIG, but that we did look forward to 
moderate, high quality, continued growth. What exactly do | 
mean? 

Achieving our initial goal of 1,000 students after several 
decades of enrollments between 500 and 700 is a significant 
milestone. One thousand students is the minimum size to be 
considered for some foundation grants. When | visited the 
Mellon Foundation in New York this fall, | did so knowing 
for the first time Agnes Scott was eligible for one of its pres- 
tigious grants. The college is preparing a proposal that would 
strengthen its foreign-language offerings. Only colleges with 
1,000 students are listed in a number of directories, including 
the World Almanac. Only colleges with 1,000 students are 
eligible for some urban signage or inclusion on city markers. 

The reason we have grown to 1,000 students, however, is 
far more important. It gives us a critical mass of faculty and 
students to achieve our goal of academic excellence. 
Growing to 1,000 has enabled us to increase our faculty, giv- 
ing more depth to departments and majors. It gives us a criti- 
cal mass of students for extracurricular activities, ranging 
from team sports to music, from theatre and dance to student 
literary publications. Visit Agnes Scott today, and you will be 
delighted at the active signs of collegiate life wherever you 
go. Yesterday afternoon, | attended one of our home basket- 
ball games. The stands were filled with 100 Scottie fans! 

Still among the smallest of the top-ranked liberal arts col- 
leges, we need to continue to grow. Some growth will be in 
expanding our post-baccalaureate and M.A.T. programs. 
Agnes Scott has a long tradition of training teachers, and we 
look forward to increasing our presence in this much-needed 
area. 

We are holding our first summer school. With two sessions 
and 24 courses and taught by Agnes Scott professors, we 
believe this high-quality program will attract students from 
metro-Atlanta area, as well as our students. Summer school is 
one of the best ways to use our beautiful facilities during the 
long break. 

The board of trustees has asked the college to prepare a 
new five-year enrollment plan. With details developing, we 
are aiming for between 1,000 and 1,200 full-time undergrad- 
uate students with a full-time equivalent of 1,000 students 
and 200 post-baccalaureate and summer-school students. 

This is not big, but it represents the healthy growth Agnes 
Scott needs for the future. Rest assured with a student-faculty 
ratio of 10- or 11-to-1, we will retain the close student-facul- 
ty relationships that are at the heart of an Agnes Scott edu- 
cation. Currently, we are hiring professors to replace those 
who retired last year. With enrollment stability and contin- 
ued student growth, we will be able to add new tenure-track 
faculty positions, which will give greater depth and quality 
to our academic programs.

elen Davis Hatch '65 has done 

much more than design restaurants, 

hotels, conference centers, Alston 
Campus Center, the McCain Library addi- 
tion and the West Parking Facility 

Vice president of client relations and 
development at Atlanta's Thompson, 
Ventulett, Stainback and Associates Inc. 
architecture firm, Hatch has built an 
astounding career in architecture—a field 
crowded with men—since graduating from 
Harvard University's Graduate School of 
Design in 1973. 

Hatch said her passion goes beyond the 
buildings she creates to “making a differ- 
ence by tackling problems such as a lack of 
affordable housing; suburban sprawl; edu- 
cating citizens; and water, land and envi- 
ronmental issues.” 

Hatch, a math major who taught school 
after graduation, said ultimately studying 
architecture was a natural choice because it 
was in her blood. Her mother was the first 
woman architect registered in the state of 
Alabama.

“The work | have done that | am proudest 
of, in addition to the three Agnes Scott 
buildings, is the work I have done to 
encourage quality growth, livable commu- 
nities and walkable sustainable environ- 
ments,” she said. 

Most of this work has been done through 
her involvement with the Urban Land 
Institute, for which she is a national trustee. 
The organization's mission is to provide 
responsible leadership in the use of land to 
enhance the total environment. 

In 1973, Hatch joined TVS, where she is 
a principal architect. Her projects have 
included the Biltmore Estate's Inn in 
Asheville, N.C., the Orange County 
Convention Center in Orlando; Phase | of 
the Georgia World Congress Center in 
Atlanta; and the Georgia Mountain Center 
in Gainesville, Ga. She has worked with 
other firms to design Marriott hotels in 
numerous cities.

onnie’s life, both personally and 
professionally, has been a quest 
for social justice,” said Susan 
McGrath '81 in her nomination of 
Constance Curry '55.

Producer of The Intolerable Burden (2002), 
which won the 2003 John E. O'Connor 
Film Award, Curry is author of the book 
the film was based upon, Silver Rights 
(1996), as well as coauthor of Deep In Our 
Hearts: Nine White Women in the Freedom 
Movement (2000), Aaron Henry: The Fire Ever 
Burning (2000) and Mississippi Harmony: 
Memoirs of a Freedom Fighter (2004). 

“lam honored to be the recipient of the 
Service to the Community Award,” Curry 
said. “Certainly my four years at Agnes 
Scott reinforced my understanding of and 
belief in human rights. It is particularly 
moving because my class will be celebrat- 
ing our 50th reunion at the time of the 
award.” 

Curry's work as a student with the 
National Students Association, which 
brought white and black Southern students 
together to end segregation, prepared her 
to serve as an adviser on the executive 
committee of the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee and director of 
the Southern Student Human Relations 
Project in 1960. 

In 1990, Curry received a post-doctoral 
research fellow award from the Center for 
the Study of Civil Rights at the University 
of Virginia. She participated in the 
National Endowment for the Humanities’ 
teaching institute “Teaching the History of 
the Southern Civil Rights Movement, 
1865-1965," held at Harvard University. 

An advocate for prison reform, Curry 
uses her law degree from the Woodrow 
Wilson School of Law to visit and provide 
information for prisoners. She is a member 
of Georgians for Equal Justice, Georgia 
Advocacy and the Criminal Justice 
Committee of the National American 
Friends Service Committee and a certified 
mediator of the Georgia Office of 
Alternative Dispute Resolution and Justice

Ithough Daphne Burt '89 doesn't play 

an instrument in Canada’s National 

Arts Centre Orchestra, she orchestrates 
plenty of music-related work behind the 
scenes. 

In her third season as manager of artistic 
planning, Burt works closely with renowned 
music director and violinist Pinchas Zukerman 
to research and select composers and reper- 
toire for the orchestras performances. She 
selects and engages the orchestra's guest artists 
and conductors, and she also oversees basic 
management operations, such as making travel 
plans, writing contracts and planning budgets. 

“Early in life, Daphne made a commitment 
to a life in the performing arts, and she has 
become an amazingly effective and respected 
figure in the international world of orchestral 
music,” said Allison Adams '89 in her nomina- 
tion.

Student Calling 
Now Key Part 
Of Annual Fund 


The student-calling program, which raised $161,805 
in pledges this fall, has become an important compo- 
nent of the annual fund. 

From Sept. 20 to Nov. 22, 25 students contacted 
2,743 alumnae and parents asking them to support 
Agnes Scott College. In one night, the callers raised 
almost $40,000, breaking the previous record of 
$21,000 for the most money raised in a single evening. 

In 2002-2003, 15 percent of the college's annual- 
fund dollars came from alumnae who had been called 
during the student-calling program. In 2003-2004, it 
was 22 percent. 

‘The student-calling program has been growing 
steadily,’ said Joanne Davis, director of the annual 
fund. “Its the personal contact. The students talk to 
alums and let them know what's happening on cam- 
pus. The students are reaching alumnae in a way let- 
ters cannot.” 

“Most of our callers were first-years,” said Emily 
Henderson '03, annual fund officer who coordinates 
the program. ‘They had such enthusiasm for the col- 
lege. It was in the middle of Black Cat. They may not 
have had a lot of institutional knowledge to share with 
the alums, but their enthusiasm really carried over, 
which is why they were so successful." 

If students do not reach someone, they write a per- 
sonal note to the person, Henderson said. If someone 
is unsure of giving, students follow up with a thank- 
you note for considering a gift to the college. The stu- 
dent-calling program resumed in February and runs 
through mid-April. 

"| love empowering these young women to do 
something for their college,” Henderson said. “I also 
love the instant gratification of watching the numbers 
grow each night. We are teaching these young stu- 
dents the importance of giving back after graduation.”

‘FANNIE B.’ A TRUE AGNES SCOTTER 


“S he was an Agnes Scott woman," said the Rev. Walter Jones Jr. of 
his mother, Fannie Bachman “Fannie B.” Harris Jones ‘37. “Shaped 
by Agnes Scott, she was full of common sense and intellectual curiosi- 


Jones '37 died Nov. 17 at her home. She was 88 years old. 

The college honored Jones in 1997 as its Outstanding Alumna for 
Service to the Community for her 60 years of devotion to Dalton, Ga. 
The Dalton Citizen-News named Jones its 1957 oman of the Year for 
her work as the director of the Hamilton Medical Center volunteers. 

“She was the first female on the hospital board and maybe the original 
Gray Lady," said niece Anne Sims '53. “She always spoke with great, 
immense knowledge of Dalton and its needs.” 

When Jones joined the Hamilton Gray Ladies in 1955, there were 26 
volunteers. Under her leadership, the number grew to 109 ladies con- 
tributing 14,000 hours annually some 17 years later. In 1994, Jones 
received the Humanitarian Award from the Whitfield Healthcare 


Foundation. 


“Agnes Scott's sense of community—from the dining hall workers to 
President Bullock to the landscapers—all pulling together was really 
important to her," said Jones Jr., a former Agnes Scott trustee. "She was 
a friend to all and cared for all people. My sister, Rosemary, and | spent 
the week after her funeral consoling the clerks, waitresses and the guy 
at the service station who all considered her a close friend.” 

Jones worked as a seventh-grade teacher after graduation until she 
married Walter Manly Jones, a banker. Her outlet then became volun- 


teering while raising her family. 


“Back then, married women couldn't be teachers because they might 
get pregnant,” Jones Jr. said. “She took one for the cause [women's 
rights], but never complained about it. She was the consummate 


teacher.” 


In the days before her death, Jones was clipping local newspaper arti- 
cles and writing letters to community members. “She loved staying up 


on everything,” Jones Jr. said. 


"She was a true Agnes Scotter if there ever were one,” Sims said. 

In addition to Jones Jr. and Sims, survivors include his wife, Jeane; a 
daughter, Rosemary Haines and her husband, Charles; a sister-in-law, 
Frances Napier Jones '36x; four grandchildren; two great-grandchil- 


dren,;and numerous nieces and nephews.

“It is an honor and a blessing to be the first woman 
in Georgia history elected to the Public Service 
Commission and to serve as the first woman chairman 
of the commission,” said Speir, who was elected to 
the PSC in 2002. “The people of Georgia have placed 
their faith and trust in me to make honest, fair deci- 
sions on their behalf. I will always honor their trust.” 

As chair, Speir plans to work with the commission's

staff to raise public awareness of the PSC’s role and 

how important it is for the public to contact members and use the 
commission as a resource. She also conducts the hearings and admin- 
istrative sessions and represents the PSC with the Legislature. 

“The decisions we make at the PSC affect the people of Georgia 
everyday and impact Georgia's economy,” she said. “Essentially, every 
time someone picks up a phone, turns on a light or sets a thermostat, 
the quality of those services and what's charged for those services are 


decided by the PSC.” 


At its first 2005 meeting, the PSC voted 3-2 to change the mini- 
mum past-due balance on which natural gas-marketers may assess late 
fees from $10 to $30. Speir lead the rule change in response to con- 


sumer complaints. 


This year, the commission faces rate cases involving Atlanta Gas 
Light Co. and Savannah Electric, the Georgia Power fuel-cost recov- 
ery case and numerous telecommunications cases. 

A strong consumer advocate, Speir opposes behind-closed-door 
deal making and believes decisions should be made based on the 
facts on the record and what is best for the state of Georgia.

For Jessica Marie Berry '05, commencement was 
the goal—not making the grades, but walking 
with her classmates. 

On May 14, Berry walked across the stage to 
receive her diploma. Six days later, she died after 
a four-year battle with Hodgkins-Lymphoma 
cancer, 


"Jessica clearly survived for graduation,” said her 


mother Jayne Berry. “She should not have been 
able to stand and smile that day. Her goal was to 
make it to Dean Hudson across the stage. She 
was not getting enough oxygen. Our friends said 
she looked great—looked normal. Her gown hid 
the thinness.” 


Another highlight from graduation was meeting 
Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton, the college's com- 


mencement speaker 


"Jessica was honored to meet her,” her mom 
said. “It meant a lot to hear the kind words and 
support she got from Sen. Clinton.” 

Berry wanted to be a teacher. On the day she 
died, she was searching for her grades. She had 
filled out the papers for Year Five so she could 
finish her teaching credentials. 

"We have always been goal-setters,” her mom 
said. “We always looked toward the future. She

and religion. The yearlong course 
designed around a single destination 
serves as an innovative model for inter- 
national education. 

‘With an operating presence in more 
than 200 countries, we understand the 
benefit of adding an international 
dimension to your education,” said 
Helen Smith Price, executive director 
of The Coca-Cola Foundation. “The 
Coca-Cola Foundation supports pro-

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Advice Io Graduates: Learn As 
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Much as You Can About China 


s students across the country 

receive their diplomas this spring, 

they may consider what sort of 
world awaits them. Educators ask them- 
selves: are our graduates prepared? And 
if so, for what? 

Are graduates ready for revolutions in 
genetics and communications? Will 
they know how to care for the huge 
numbers of aging baby boomers and 
deal with the corresponding health-care 
crisis? Are they prepared for a multicul- 
tural world now only an e-mail away? 
And ultimately, will the class of 2005 
understand the changing role the 
United States will have in the develop- 
ing global society? 

No challenge will be greater than 
imagining, and then engaging, a world 
with China as a growing Asian and 
global power. If | were asked what 
advice to give Agnes Scott graduates 
about “China Rising,” the term used 
recently by The New York Times, this is 
what | would say: 

First, save your money and take a trip 
to China for at least one week before 
you are 30 years old. Continental 
Airlines just offered an $888 round-trip 
bargain. If you must, borrow. As | can 
guarantee that this is an investment that 
will serve you well for your entire life. 
You can stay ina five-star hotel with a 
terrific spa for a little more than $100. 
Go to Shanghai or Beijing and take one 
trip out into the countryside. 
Experience for yourself the modernity 
and the economic inequalities of this 
Asia, the energy and the dedication of 
the Chinese people and the new ways 
in which it is shaping contemporary 
world culture. Meet one Chinese stu- 
dent your age, and stay in touch by e- 
mail. You are going to need each other. 

Second, rethink your views about 
national competition. Use your liberal 
arts education to challenge convention- 
al concepts of binomial superpowers 
that always play a zero-sum game. 
Don't let unreasonable fear dictate your 
foreign policy, but understand the fears 
of your competitors. Get out a big 
world map and note the respective loca- 
tions of China and the United States. 
Color in red the countries in Asia with 
which the United States has an alliance 
or military base. Color in blue the coun- 
tries or sites in the Western Hemisphere 
with which China has an alliance or 
military base. Do you see any blue? 
Look again at the circle of red around 


China and then you begin to under- 
stand why China feels threatened by 
our power. Begin to think in new ways 
about the role of the United States in 
Asia as China as a Pacific power. 

Third, read a book on globalization 
and the world economy. Thomas 
Friedman's new The Earth is Flat is a good 
start. If you are not an economics major, 
you need to begin to understand the 
many ways in which our economy— 
and our future prosperity—are linked to 
China. Understand why China owns so 
much American debt, and both the pros 
and cons—to the American economy— 
of liberalizing the Chinese yuan. Be 
able to critically evaluate the following 
statement: China is taking advantage of 
the World Trade Agreement to flout 
US. laws and dump cheap products 
into the United States. 

Fourth, learn something about the role 
of women in Chinese society. It was 
Mao Zedong who first wrote. “Women 
hold up half the sky.” Economists attrib- 
ute much of China's successful econom- 
ic development to the active role of its 
women. China has the one of the high- 
est literacy rates for women in the 
developing world: 87 percent of adult 
Chinese women are literate, as com- 
pared with, for example, 45 percent in 
India. As the Economist noted in a recent 
article: "Many things follow from edu- 
cating girls: better health and education 
and longer lives for the whole family; 
more productive workers; and a boost 
to industrialization and urbanization.” 
Remember: the 2 Ist century may 
belong to China, but it will also belong 
to women. Join forces. Prevent war. 

Finally, be proud to be an American. 
All Chinese know the story of George 
Washington and the American 
Revolution. Even the chair of the 
Chinese Communist Party can quote 
the Declaration of Independence and 
Abraham Lincoln's Gettysburg Address. 
Make sure you can too. The Chinese 
greatly admire America and the its peo- 
ple. They are envious of our democracy 
and our personal liberties. After all, their 
name for the United States is still Mei- 
Guo, the beautiful country.

It doesn't 
take that much extra effort to dou- 
ble major when you're working on 
both subjects at the same time,” 
said Ott, a native of Moultrie, Ga.

Neither of her two daughters 
attended Agnes Scott, but grand- 
daughter Liz readily credits her 
grandmother with playing a key 
role in her decision to attend the 
1 16-year-old college.

After Funds Raised, 


Alumnae House 
Renovations Begin 


The Anna Young Alumnae House will undergo major renova- 
tions once a minicampaign has raised the necessary $3.6 million 
to complete the project. 

Its been a long time since the last renovations,” said Mary 
Ackerly, acting vice president for institutional advancement and 
director of communications. “The house is in good condition, but 
it hasn't had the same attention that other buildings have had." 

The renovations and expansion will not begin until all funds 
have been raised. So far, a little more than $900,000 has been 
raised through two gifts, said Amy Nash, director of capital gifts. 
The project will be funded through gifts from alumnae and other 
donors. 

No money will be diverted from academics or student life, 
Ackerly said. Fundraising efforts have targeted donors who have 
expressed specific interest in the project in the past. 

“The house is a natural extension of the residential environ- 
ment,” said Marilyn Hammond ‘68, former director of alumnae 
relations and a member of the Alumnae House shepherd's com- 
mittee. “It is certainly a welcome place for all who visit campus.” 

One priority will be to make the house handicapped accessible 
A new suite will be built on the ground floor with outside side- 
walks reworked to provide greater access; an elevator will be 
added. 

The house was built in 1921, and while the foundation is sound, 
wiring and other infrastructure need work and updates. Each 
room will include a private bath. 

Originally, a tearoom was in the back of the Alumnae House, 
but later became the offices for alumnae relations. The tearoom 
will re-emerge as a sunroom during renovations, with room for 
groups of up to 30. Its French doors will open onto a terrace over- 
looking the Alumnae Garden, which will not be altered. Instead, 
renovations will allow better views and access, Ackerly said. 

The offices for alumnae relations will be moved to a new car- 
riage house attached to the main house by a breezeway. The 
addition will be adaptable to future conversion to more guest 
rooms. 

The board of trustees approved the schematic design (by archi- 
tects Perkins & Will) in October. 

"We are very fortunate to have the Alumnae House,” Ackerly 
said. “It is real evidence of how much Agnes Scott values alum- 
nae. Hospitality has always been important on campus.” 

The house is the second oldest alumnae house in the United 
States and the oldest in the Southeast. Primary houseguests 
include parents and families of students, alumnae and trustees.

J. Russell, First Impression of ASC, Dies

At that time, with the exception of 
the dean of students office, all admin- 
istrative offices were in Buttrick Hall. 
Stationed behind an ornate, carved 
wooden desk, Russell escorted visitors 
to their destinations. 

"She was a fun person to work with 


and stayed in touch after her retire- 
ment,” Bond said. “She used to tell me 
that she remembered me when my 
hair was black." 

Russell attended the faculty and staff 
holiday gathering for many years after 
her retirement, said Julia T. Gary, dean 
of the college emerita. 

More than just a “greeter,” Russell 
knew a great number of students by 
name and was known for doing the lit- 
tle “extras,” such as watering office 
plants, Gary said. 

Russell would often give Gary her 
impression of the prospective faculty 
members that she escorted to Gary's 
office for interviews. 

“She was more than just an ordinary 
employee of the college, she was also 
a friend to those of us who worked 
there,” Gary said. —Christy Powers ‘07

"| plan to have more adventures with 
them,” said Gailey, vice president for busi- 
ness and finance, of his four grandkids. “I 
haven't been fishing in a long time, and | 
really enjoy boating.” 

Gailey retires after 13 years of managing 
the college's finances and endowment. 

“Our beautiful and renovated campus, our 
balanced budgets and increased diversifica- 
tion of our endowment owe much to his 
stewardship,” President Mary Brown 
Bullock '66 said. 

"The diversification positions the college 
better for the future,” Gailey said. “It makes 
me confident that the financial future of 
the college is bright, but we need to con- 
tinue to grow the endowment, which 
means more folks need to give.” 


During his tenure, the 
college undertook a 
$120 million building 
program in which 
McCain Library and 
Evans Hall were reno- 
vated while Alston 
Campus Center, West 
Parking Facility and 
Science Center were 
built. 

“l really had a good 
time during construction,” Gailey said. “It 
was a challenge to operate with our 
resources but at the end of the $120 million 
program, we were $3.5 million under 
budget.” 

Gailey also oversaw balanced budgets 
through abundant and lean times. 

“The last five years we have had to really 
manage our resources to avoid impacting 
academic and student affairs programs and 
maintain a balanced budget,” Gailey said. 

With the board of trustees finance and 
investment committee, Gailey helped 


diversify the endowment from the domi- 
nance of a single stock—Coca-Cola. 

Former trustee Clark Candler, past chair 
of the finance and investment committee, 
credited Gailey’s ability to put everyone at 
ease from financial experts to board mem- 
bers. 

“Beyond his grasp of the technical issues 
of his office, his easy-going style is a great 
attribute when it comes to hosting financial 
types such as bond lawyers from New York 
and other financial gurus from the world of 
high finance, and meshing them with the 
well-meaning, but often times, less finan- 
cially savvy board members,” Candler said. 

A graduate of The Citadel, Gailey earned 
his masters degree at Rollins College. He 
came to Agnes Scott from Oregon's Pacific 
University in 1992. He oversaw facilities, 
accounting, human resources, public safety, 
the bookstore and dining hall. 

"I'll miss the people | work with,” Gailey 
said. “The staff is an incredible group.”

Key To Leslie's Courses 


hirty years may 

seem like a long 

time, but to Bob 

Leslie, associate 

professor of math- 
ematics, it's all a matter of 
perspective. 

A Davidson College gradu- 
ate and recipient of a 
Fulbright Teaching Award, a 
Leslie has taught mathemat- Leslie 
ics at Agnes Scott College 
for more than three decades. He retires 
this year. 

The associate professor has fine 
tuned an instructional style to provide 
students with questions rather than 
answers. His approach uses creativity 
rather than rote 

He believes the best quality to instill 
is inquisitiveness as many students 
come into class thinking about math as 
an absolute, right-or-wrong subject. He 
doesn't fault them, but rather the 
teachers who once presented math to 
them in a one-dimensional manner 

‘They've been taught to think that 
there's just one answer to a question, 


but really there are many 
answers, aS many as one is 
willing to contemplate,” Leslie 
said. “I've enjoyed teaching 
Agnes Scott students because 
they are serious students who 
are not afraid to learn mathe- 
matics.” 

His own example of math's 
fluidity and relevance is how 
he connects the dots between 
his interests in mathematics, 
statistics and Latin America. 

Juan Allende, associate professor of 
political science, calls Leslie a “Latin 
Americanist.” During two faculty-spon- 
sored trips to Latin America, Leslie 
showed students real demonstrations of 
math as it applies the Third World. 

“His passion and knowledge of Latin 
America are real,” Allende said, “even 
though his Spanish will forever sound 
very gringo.” 

Allende said his life and his courses 
have been enriched by his friendship 
with Leslie, who plans to continue his 
work with Third World mathematics in 
Latin America after retiring.

Long After 
Girls Graduate 


Agnes Scott gave his daughters an 
exceptional education so to repay that 
gift, Wilfred Schrader of Pensacola, 
Fla., has continued to support the col- 
lege long after his youngest daughter 
graduated in 1973. 

Since 1980, Schrader has made 25 
gifts to the annual fund, 

Her father continues to give because 
"sending us to college was one of the 
great achievements of his life,” said 
daughter Sally Schrader Hart '73, a 
intermediate-school math specialist in 
Keller, Texas. “He has supported many 
organizations, but this has probably 
had the most lasting, broad impact on 
others.” 

Eight years of Agnes Scott tuition, in 
the range of $3,600 annually, was a 
great expense on his modest family 
income, Schrader said. 

‘l can recall wondering how | was 
going to pay for it,” he said. "] managed 
somehow, and | know they got a quali- 
ty education. When | got to the point 
where | had a little money again, | felt | 
should make a contribution.” 

Schrader is not alone. Parent giving to 
the annual fund has more than doubled 
in the last two years. In 2002-2003, 185 
parents gave $17,183 to the college. In 
2003-2004 year, 226 gave $34,295. 
This year, 240 have given $41,421 
through May 22. 

Both daughters agree Agnes Scott 
made a difference in their lives. 

"The single-sex environment and 
small classes contributed to my confi- 
dence level,” said Dorothy Schrader 
'69, a French professor at Oklahoma 
State University. “Our professors really 
grilled us, and | couldn't hide.” 

Both appreciate their liberal arts edu- 
cations. 

“Agnes Scott had a lot to do with 
how I raised my children,” Hart said. 
“Giving them a sense of curiosity, help- 
ing them become lifelong readers...a 
little bit of Agnes Scott is reflected in 
the choices they have made and inter- 
ests they have had.” 

Active and inquisitive at 88, Schrader 
| volunteers with his church, library, 
| Kiwanis club, and local organizations 
supporting adults with disabilities and 
the homeless. He still finds time to read 
the materials he receives from Agnes 
Scott 

“| haven't forgotten about the col- 
lege,” he said, “and | still appreciate 
what Agnes Scott did for my daugh- 
ters.”

innette Franco ‘08 of Norcross, Ga., has been 
named the first Kemper Scholar at Agnes Scott 
College. 

“It's a little fun and scary at the same time,” 
Franco said. “The hoopla is coming first, then the 
hard work, but there is no greater motivation than a 
scholarship to keep the grades up.” 

The James S. Kemper Foundation of Chicago, pro- 
vides scholarships for first-year students for the 
remainder of their college careers. The program 
encourages liberal arts majors, while providing expe- 
riences, contacts and training that may lead to careers 
in administration or business. 

“The Kemper representatives were impressed with 
her interest in leadership, service and interest in 
administration—all three are consistent with their 
mission,” said Isa Williams, director of experiential 
learning. “They called Linnette a ‘tribute to the col- 
lege.” 

Though her parents have stressed the importance of 
education, Franco is the first of seven children to 
graduate from high school and attend college. 

“Unfortunately, it seems as though many Hispanic 
youths do not want to attend college or make any- 
thing of themselves,” Franco said in her application 
essay. “That is a stereotype that | would like to dis- 
prove. By attending Agnes Scott, | am displaying that 
a Hispanic female can make it to a prestigious college 
and earn good grades.” 

Scholarship amounts range from $3,000 to $8 000 
each year for three years. A summer stipend of 
$2,000 to $6,000 is paid to scholars during their 
sophomore and junior summers. During their sopho- 


more summers, scholars receive internships with 
Chicago-based nonprofits. In addition, scholars 
attend the annual Kemper Scholar Conference for all 


three years. 


The foundation hopes to foster future leaders who 
pursue a vigorous and broad undergraduate educa- 
tion, while participating in community service, cam- 
pus activities and exploring career aspirations inside 


and outside the classroom. 


“Agnes Scott's selection as one of 15 Kemper 
Institutions is quite an honor for both the college and 
its students,” Williams said. “The foundation supports 
our mission by emphasizing liberal arts education as

with unique learning styles.” 

The semester Berry was set to student-teach 
she had her stem-cell transplant. “She couldn't 
student-teach because she couldn't be exposed 
to any illnesses,” her mom said. “With the stem- 
cell transplant, you get all new blood and your 
immune system is weakened.” 

That semester, her mother attended Berry's 
classes and met with her professors so Berry 
could do the course work from her hospital 
room 

‘She never used cancer as an excuse,” said her 
mom. “She didn't want sympathy. She would 
say, | might have cancer, but cancer does not 
have me.” 

Diagnosed during her first semester at Agnes 
Scott, Berry asked for few academic accommo- 
dations during her many treatments, said Gué 
Hudson ‘68, vice president for student affairs 
and community relations and dean of students 

She asked for very few exceptions,” Hudson 
said. “She wanted to graduate with academic 
integrity. The faculty was absolutely fabulous in 
modifying assignments as needed when she was 
in the hospital 

Her gift to Agnes Scott was her upbeat spirit 
and focus to graduate from college,” Hudson 
said. “She was truly an extraordinary human 
being 

Agnes Scott was the only school Berry consid- 


ered attending, her mother said. During her four 


years on campus, Berry went through several 
rounds of radiation, chemotherapy and experi- 
mental treatments 

She was bald so many times,” Jayne Berry 
said.

Together with an attorney from 
Arnold and Porter, a powerful 
Washington, D.C., law firm, they 
won a fraud case against Encounters 
International. 

“The case scared the industry,” 
Miller-Muro said. “Never before had 
an IMB [international marriage bro- 
ker] been held liable for its own 
behavior. The broker was found 
guilty of fraud for lying to my client 
when she sought help because of her 
abusive husband. She was told to 
‘stay, that this was normal and she 
needed to behave better or be sent 
back to the Ukraine.” 

The jury found unanimously in 
favor of Fox and awarded punitive 
damages to send a message to the 
industry, Jurors found the agency had 
failed to comply with a 1996 law that 
required Fox be told she leave her 
abusive husband without being 
deported. 

The verdict came in November and 
received national attention. Newsweek 
reported the effects in of the judg- 
ment in its Feb. 7 issue, quoting 
Miller-Muro and mentioning the 
work of the Tahirih Center. 

Since the verdict, some IMBs have 
contacted the Tahirih Center to 
report that other agencies accept men 
with a history of abuse. Others are 
voluntarily complying with pending 
legislation before Congress, drafted 
by Tahirih and others, that would 


represented victims of abuse 
through international marriage bro- 
kers. 

“Recognizing the seriousness of the 
problem, we began to look at the 
behavior of the agencies themselves,” 
she said. "For example, one agency 
told a client that it would cost $300 to 
call 911. Another said the abuse was 
normal and there was nothing that 
could be done about it—that the 
woman could be deported if she 
reported it. 

“Remember, domestic violence is 
not illegal in some of the countries 
these women are coming from,” said 
Miller-Muro, a graduate of 
Washington College of Law at 
American University. 

The women undergo extensive 
background checks through the 
immigration and naturalization serv- 
ices, while the American men usually 
are not screened by the agencies 
though some advertise that they do 
screen their male clients. 

Alumnae can get involved by con- 
tacting their congressional represen- 
tatives and urging them to support 
the bill, The International Marriage 
Broker Regulation Act (S.1455/H.R. 
2949), said Miller-Muro, the college's 
1998 Outstanding Young Alumna. 

She serves as the centers public 
voice, helps raise money and works to 
change public policy. “I am more of 
an advocate now,” Miller-Muro said.

Jennifer Dabbs Sciubba’s Recipe for French Onion Soup 


2 medium yellow onions 

2 medium red onions 

1 tablespoon extra virgin olive oil 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon black pepper 

1/2 teaspoon sugar 


1. Wash, peel and thinly slice onions. 

2. Heat 1 tablespoon olive oil in large skillet 
(chef’s pan) over medium-high heat. Add 
Onions and sauté 5 minutes, or until tender 
and turning clear. 

3. Add 1/2 teaspoon each of salt, sugar and 
pepper to onions and stir. 

4. Turn down the heat to low-medium and 
continue to cook for an additional 20 minutes, 
stirring every 5 minutes or so. 

5. For best results, transfer onions to Crock 
Pot and add 1/4 cup dry white wine. 

6. Add 8 cups of beef broth and 1/4 teaspoon 
thyme and cook on low for 6 hours. 

7. For faster results, transfer the onions toa 


large soup pot, adding broth, thyme and wine. 


Cover and simmer on low for 30 minutes. The 


1/4 cup dry white wine (I like Sauvignon Blanc) 
8 cups beef broth (buy big containers) 

1/4 teaspoon thyme 

1 loaf of fresh French bread, cut into large 
cubes 

6 slices of Swiss cheese 


longer you cook, the better, just make sure the 
liquid doesn’t reduce too much by keeping the 
pot covered. You may need to add a cup of 
water if the liquid starts too evaporate too 
much. 

8. Cut slices of French bread into large cubes. 
Place on broiler pan and coat both sides with 
olive oil cooking spray. Toast until brown. 

g. To serve, place 3 to 4 of the bread cubes 
into an oven-proof bowl and ladle soup over 
the bread. Place one slice of Swiss cheese on 
top and broil in an oven until cheese begins to 
bubble and turns brown on top. If you don’t 
have an oven-proof bowl, a kitchen torch also 
works. As a last resort, you can microwave 
each serving to just melt the cheese. 

Yield: Six servings.

uM” Stackhouse Grafton '30 commanded respect. 
A college dean and professor emerita of sociology, Grafton was 
considered an institution at Mary Baldwin College in Virginia for nearly 


40 years. She died Feb. 8 at age 96. 


“Martha Grafton was one of those exceptional womens college deans in 
the era when only men were considered able to serve as college presi- 
dents," said Samuel Spencer Jr. in a 1969 article in the student newspaper. 
"At Mary Baldwin, presidents came and went, but for half a century it was 
Dean Grafton who gave the college continuity and stability. Today, hun- 
dreds of women in this country and abroad may look to her as a primary 
source of the values and standards that govern their lives.” 

Grafton was not defined by the ivory tower. She knew basketball and 
baseball, loved reading and at age 89 became a fan of e-mail, said daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth “Lib’ Grafton Greer '55 of Columbus, Ga. 


“My mother was able to move from one era to another and could always 


roll with the times,’ Greer said. 


“| remember | had a junior high dance and a beautiful pink dress. Thirty 
minutes before, my dress ripped,” Greer said. “Mother—who was a horvi- 
ble seamstress—sewed me right into it. We had to rip it off when I got 


home. She could rise to any occasion.” 


Grafton earned her bachelor of arts from Agnes Scott College and her 
master’s in history from Northwestern University. At age 22, she began 
her career at Mary Baldwin, working as administrative staff for the man 
she would eventually marry. She served in several capacities early on, 


including professor of history. 


In 1938, Grafton was named dean of the college; she was also assistant 
to Mary Baldwin’ president and served as acting president four times. She 
was a member of the board of James Madison University, where Grafton- 
Stovall Theatre is named for her. Grafton was president of the Association 
of Virginia Colleges, president of the Southern Association of Colleges 
for Women, chair of the Academic Deans of the Southern States and was 
a member of the Staunton City School Board for 14 years. 

Though she retired more than 30 years ago, Grafton maintained a pres- 
ence on the Mary Baldwin campus until her death. Annually, the graduat- 
ing senior with the highest grade point average receives the Martha S. 
Grafton Award, and alumnae are inducted into the Grafton Society once 
they reach their 50th reunion—all to honor a woman who was as multi- 
faceted as her interests were varied, Greer said. 

Daughter Margo Grafton Rundles of Durham, N.C., also survives. 
Grafton was preceded in death by her husband, Thomas Grafton, a soci- 
ology professor, and by another daughter, Letty Grafton Jerrigan ‘55.

D' Jean Stewart Staton ‘46 isn't one to back away from a challenge. 
One of two women to graduate from Emory University School 
of Medicine in 1953, she is the third woman to receive the DeKalb 
Medical Society's Julius McCurdy Citizenship Award since its incep- 
tion in 1973. She was honored with the 2004 award in February for 
her longtime dedication to the local medical community. 

“| was completely stunned. | thought my award-winning days were 
over,” Staton said. “I believe doctors have to give back to the commu- 


nity.” 


For the last 10 years, Staton has been the medical director for the 
Physician's Care Clinic in Decatur. She started volunteering there 


after retiring in 1991. 


Then medical director, Dr. Gary Botstein, told Staton about the 
clinic while they were working an Arthritis Foundation telethon. Her 
volunteer work led to succeeding Botstein when he retired. 

“The patients at the clinic absolutely adore her, and many make a 
special effort to make their appointments when she is present,” said 
nurse administrator Ruth Oster about Staton’s visits to the clinic every 


other Wednesday. 


Staton also focused her attention on the Arthritis Foundation, where 
she has been involved for almost 30 years, serving as both president 


and board chair. 


“{She] has spent a zillion hours working for that cause,” said Dr. 
Virginia Tuggle ‘44, a friend and colleague for more than 45 years and 
fellow citizenship award recipient. “I've never worked with anybody 
‘ve admired more than Jean. She's tops when it comes to intellectual 


ability." 


Applying to medical school as a 20-year-old, Staton was told she 
looked “much too young to be going to medical school’ by the physi- 


cian who interviewed her. 


Stanton worked for him in the Emory University anatomy depart- 
ment before heading to medical school. She worked on her master's 
in neuroanatomy, which, in 1949, was not well known. Staton contin- 
ued to work on her doctorate until being accepted to medical school.

QUILTING CHALLENGE SPARKS VENTURE 


E lizabeth Stuebing Collins '78 faced the challenge of enhancing 
the acoustics in an auditorium for a concert celebrating the 
African influence on American music. 

An accomplished quilter, Collins knew fabric would visually embel- 
lish the concert hall as well as improve sound quality. As she looked 
for ways to highlight the African theme, inspiration came in a book 
about the Underground Railroad and the use of symbols on quilts to 
guide escaping slaves on their journey. 

Collins, with friend Liz Carlson, reproduced the quilts as samplers, 
each composed of 12 Underground Railroad symbols, for that 


October 2003 concert. 


"| realized the quilts carry meaning not only for those connected to 
the history of slavery," Collins said, “but also for anyone journeying 


toward a goal.” 


With Carlson, Collins formed Two Elizabeths Inc. and began their 
journey to teach the public about Underground Railroad quilts. 
They create and sell the quilts to private collectors and schools. 

To reach young students, Collins had a corresponding curriculum 
developed for elementary schools. The two sewing enthusiasts also 
lecture to explain how the quilt symbols sent subtle messages or gave 


directions to escaping slaves. 


Talking about slavery and freedom as expressed in the quilts unites 
people from all historical backgrounds, Collins said. 

"We are all connected to people who have struggled for freedom," 
she said. “The quilt symbols illuminate the day-by-day aspect of that 
struggle and inspire dialogue about our own personal histories.” 

Collins was taught to sew by her grandmother and made her first 


quilt at age 18. 


“All kids take computers to college today,” she said, “I took my 


: eat 
sewing machine. 


Her Agnes Scott experience taught her the resourcefulness and 
confidence necessary to start the company, Collins said. 

The Underground Railroad quilts also provide the basis for the 
company’s newest venture—a sewing program at a women’ shelter 
in the Chicago area that is intended to provide income for women 
trying to recover from domestic abuse, Collins said. 

“By helping me sew the Underground Railroad symbols, these 
women continue on their own journey toward independence,” she 


said.
